North, associated for near- 
ly four centuries with the 
liiost persistent endeavors 


of voyagers of nearly all nations, nnd 
remaining impenetrated and chimerical 
almost to the dawn of the present day, 
the quest of the Northwest Passage 
rivals the search for the Pole in tho 
annals of Arctic exploration. The ear- 
lier attempts to locate this waterway 
to the fabled riches and splendor of the 
Orient were prompted solely by reasons 
of commercial expediency, for the pur- 
pose of finding the shortest route be- 
tween Kuropo and Cathay; but the 
utter Impracticability of this became 
evident to Kuropean minds when it 
was understood that America was not 
merely Tartary or some other geo- 
graphical dependency of Asia. Curious. 
ly enough this belief obtained in the 
Old World for nearly a century and 
a half, and during this period those 
memorable 
expeditions to locate n 


Northwest Passage were undertaken 
and executed with consummate daring 
and skill by English seamen. 
Upon 


the realisation of the commercial futil- 
it> of these desperate voyages, the at- 
tempt to circumnavigate the northern 
littoral of 
the 
American continent 


ceased for a period, and until the be- 
ginning of those explorations led by 
the worthier motive of adding to the 
store of human knowledge and scien- 
tific attainment, the conquest of the 
bleak polar regions halted. With the 
exception of the attempts to reach the 
Pole itself, no Arctic goal lias beeu so 
cau'-ciy sought as the Northwest Pass- 
age: and while, it Is true, many of the 
later voyagers attempted 
this 
feat 


merely as an incidental part of the 
general plan of geographic research, 
we undoubtedly can say the same of 
the many dashes for the Pole which 
have been made. 


There is to-day no question that the 


earliest discovery, exploration, and 
even settlement of America were due 
to the Norsemen, those unequaled sea- 
men and rovers ot the ninth and tenth 
centuries. 
Their flourishing maritime 


settlements on the coasts of Greenland 
existed over fiOO years before the first 
voyage of Columbus, ami as they pur- 
sued their fishing expeditions as far 
as Lancaster Sound and Barrow Strait, 
we can fairly conclude that the initial 
step toward the location of the North- 
west Passage wns due to these voy- 
agers, though it is inconceivable that 
the purpose was other than the pursuit 
of their fisheries. The actual begin- 
ning of the series of searches with the 
Northwest Passage as objective, which 
began almost coincidentnlly with the 
expeditions of Columbus, must be as- 
cribed to the first voyage in HOT of 
the C'abots, who 
penetrated 
nearly 


half way up Davis Strait in nn attempt 
to sail around the continent, and thus 
attain the 
hind of Cathay. Little 


further progress was made until the 
expedition under the leadership of Mar- 
tin Froblsher. who in l."7t> to ir>7S dis- 
covered the entrances to Krobisher and 
Hudson Straits, and made :i few scien- 
tific investigations, the first, by the 
way, which we hear of in any of these 
voyages. 
A 
later 
voyage, 
by 
Sir 


Humphrey Gilbert, was without im- 
portant results. 


The first great advance, not only In 


the search for a northern waterway to 
India, but in general polar exploration 
as well, was made in tlie three voy- 
age* of John Davis, who In 1.">8T> first 
fairly discovered the strait that to- 
day bears his name, reaching what is 
now Godthaab, Greenland. After nu 
unsuccessful voyage in the following 
vear, Davis in 1587 with reckless dnr- 


and failing provisions, part of his ex- 
pedition returned to England. Hud- 
son himself, one of the most tragic 
figures in the history of the Arctic, 
bad miserably perished, after being sei 
adrift in a small boat by his mutinous 
crew. It was now believed that the 
\\-ay to the Pacific had been discovered,

west coast of Greenland. 
His re- 


markable .tourneys covered the west 
coast of Greenland from Cape Fare- 
well to Sanderson's Hope, and tho 
American coast from Labrador to Cum- 
berland Island. 
William Baffin, an- 


other of that deathless race of medi- 
eval navigators, in the Discovery, a 
tiny vessel of only fifty-five tons bur- 
den, reached the islands known under 
his name to-day, crossed Baffin Bay via 
the Middle Passage, and in 1CUO wns In 
Smith's Sound In sisht of Cape Alex- 
ander. 
Baffin's farthest north of sev- 


enty-seven degrees forty-five minutes 
remained uneu.ualed in this region for 
uao years, and his voyage added mate- 
rially to the geographical knowledge 
of Kllesmcro and Prudhoe Lands, and 
Smith, Jones and Lancaster Sounds. 
The two latter he cautiously entered, 
and found them completely obstructed 
by ice, so that on his return to Kngland 
he declared bis belief In the non-exist- 
ence of a Northwest Passage. 
The 


explorers of this time, English, Danish, 
French and Dutch, were stimulated In 
their efforts to discover the North- 
west and Northeast Passages, by the 
power of Spain, who in her arrogance 
nnd pride as the mightiest, nation of 
the age. maintained her grasp upon 
the trattle of the Atlantic and Indian 
Oceans to the exclusion of all others. 


Perhaps the most illustrious of all 


the seekers for this illusive waterway 
was Henry Hudson,whose explorations 
were pursued between those of Davis 
and Baffin. After vain attempts under 
tho auspices of tho famous Muscovy 
Company to find a Northeast Passage 
between Greenland and Spitsbergen, 
and Spitsbergen and Nova Kembln, in 
1007, KiOS and 1009, he turned west- 
ward in the last year, nnd sailing 
atoms the American coast discovered 
New \'orl: Buy and the Hudson IJiver. 
The following year he again sailed far 
north along the coast, through the Hud- 
son Strait and into the great bay that 
bears bis name, penetrating westward 
several hundred miles farther than had 
hitherto 
beeu 
accomplished. 
Aflcr 


and that it undoubtedly lay through 
Hudson Bay. Within five years n 
nuinbrr of expeditions -were made into 
this vast sheet of water, and in these 
Fox Channel 
and 
Rowc's Welcome 


were explored. 


In 1770 Captain Cook sailed on Ids 


last voyage In nu attempt to penetrate 
the Polar Sea to the eastward through 
the Bering Strait, but wns separated 
by a solid barrier of ice from n ship 
sent to await him in Baffin Bay. 


By the end of the eighteenth cen- 


tury Arctic exploration had ceased to 
be undertaken merely In the interests 
of furthering commerce, and it had be- 
gun to assume importance from a pure- 
ly scientific standpoint. 
Tho first of 


these expeditions, scientific in charac- 
ter, sailed in ISIS to 'discover the 
Northwest Passage by means of the 
great opening reported by Baffin .to 
exist at the westward end of Baffin 
Bay. 
Fnder the command of John 


Ko'ss the expedition penetrated Lan- 
caster Strait for about sixty miles, and 
on meeting with heavy lee Itoss came 
to the conclusion that the strait was 
merely a bay, and returned to Kng- 
land. Parry, :i lieutenant under Hoss, 
disagreed with this view, and in 1S1!) 
led an expedition to again attempt the 
Passage. Parry was undoubtedly one 
of the ablest explorers of liN time, 
and bis achievements were splendid. 


The problem of the Northwest Pass- 


age was really solved by the ill-fated 
expedition under Sir John Franklin, 
partly by its own efforts, but largely 
through the relief expeditions sent out 
later 
The Franklin party, consisting 


of 129 men in two vessels, wintered 
at Beccliy Island near the beginning of 
Burrow Strait 
in 1S45, and In 1S4G 


reached King William Land, where the 
ships were beset in the ice. From the 
only record found it was sjuiwu that a 
land expedition under Lieutenant Gore 
had demonstrated unquestionably the 
existence of the Northwest Passage, 
but on the return of this party to the 
ships they found that Frauklln himself 
with twenty-three men had died. The 
vessels were abandoned in 1S4S, and 
the remainder of the-party perished In 
nn attempt to reach the Fish lliver. 
The numerous search expeditious were 
very successful in exploring the Amer- 
ican Arctic region 
from 
Greenland 


westward. Collinson, particularly, suc- 
ceeded in navigating his ship, the Kn- 
terprise. from Bering Strait to Cam- 
bridge Bay. Victoria Land, where he 
wintered safely, accomplishing bis re- 
turn the following year. 
During this 


time he had seen, though unknown to 
hint, the sen where Franklin's ships 
had been destroyed, and 
had even 


picked up relics of that unfortunate ex- 
pedition. 
This brings ns to the first actually 


accomplished 
Northwest, or 
rather 


Northeast Passage, made by McClure 
in IS.'tO-M. In his vessel, the Investi- 
gator, he reached Banks Land, which 
he explored as well ns Prince Albert 
Land. 
After wintering there for three 


yenrs he wns finally forced to abandon 
his ship in Mercy Bay. Learning of 
a Franklin search expedition at Beechy 
Island, lie managed to reach one of Its 
ships, the Kesolute. by an extremely 
arduous sledge journey to the east- 
ward, and was later taken to Kngland 
through 
Lancaster 
Sound 
by 
the 


Phoenix, of the same expedition. He 
thus completed the first passage from 
tho Pacific to the Atlantic northward 
of America known to tlie history of 
mankind. 
McClure was undoubtedly 


the first of the great multitude of ex- 
plorers to accomplish this fent, and 
while he had encountered continuous 
waterways for the entire distance, the 
journey was performed under such 
difficulty and hardship that until to- 
day no other navigator has attempted 
to equal it. 
But the post year hns seen Inscribed 


on the pages of the Arctic's history the 
record of a journey which not only 
equals but far surpasses the remark- 
able trip of McOlnro. 
To Captain 


Uoand Amundsen, of Norway, belongs 
the honor of being the first actually 
to force his vessel through the historic 
Northwest 
Passage, traversing the 


northern shores of the continent from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and inci- 
dentally pursuing highly Important sci- 
entific investigations which included 
the definite location of the north mag- 
netic pole upon King William Land. 
To ns the story of the Northwest. Pass- 
age is more or less historical merely, 
for since the Franklin search expedi- 
tions, half a century ago, it. has fallen 
rather Into tho background. The voy- 
age of the Norwegian captain with a 
crew of seven men in his forty-six ton 
tdoop, the GJon, is the final culmination 
of four centuries of toil, hardship and 
suffering, and it. gives to our matter-of- 
fact age nn adventurous deed thut 
forms a link between these prosaic 
times of steam and iron and that splen- 
did period, crude in the seaman's art, 
but unequaled in enterprise and cour- 
age, which began with the discovery 
of America, and lusted for nearly three 
centuries.—Scientific American.

his bigger and more valuable cousin,

The hirsute face of the muskrat, 


grim with its small, deep-set eyes and 
grinning Incisors, ills long, brown, 
shining fur and soft under-eoat of 
drab, his scaly shanks and webbed 
feet, bis whole rounded clumsy form 
make a faithful reproduction in small 
of the larger animal. 
On land both 


have the same awkward, waddling 
Knit; in tlio more congenial element 
both swim with the same rapid, even 
stroke, and dive with equal startling, 
lightning-like 
rapidity." The 
musk- 


rat builds for a season's use a neat 
and comfortable house, but it pro- 
vides no on!ranee, such as there is 
in the beaver's domicile, for the carry- 
ing in and out of food. The muskrat 
does not, like the beaver, lay up a 
store of winter food, but lives from 
paw lo mouth. However, like the ben- 
ver's lodge, the muskrat's house hns 
a burrow in the bank, as a retreat for 
use in various emergencies. 


Among these are the attacks of man 


and wild animals, and the rise of 
water. For the muskrat has not the 
sagacity in forecasting the 
seasons 


which many attribute to him. When 
be builds the walls of bis house thin 
the winter is as likely as not to be un- 
usually cold. 
If he builds Ids dome 


low and squat, the fall floods will 
probably drive him to his burrow in 
the bunk; but still the second-hand 
prophets do not lose faith in him. 


The mnskrat is not a builder of 


dams, but rather a destroyer of them. 
He will avail himself of the ponds they 
create, but he has so little comprehen- 
sion of their purpose that he will un- 
dermine them with his burrows. Then 
some fine afternoon he will awnke to 
find the pond bus run away, and, left 
nothing in its place but a mud flat 
with a stream meandering through; 
and he will wonder nt the cause of 
tlie disaster. 
After faring sumptu- 


ously for a few day* on the stranded 
dying mussels, he will journey in quest 
of fresh nnder-wnter pastures. 


As there are hermit beavers, so there 


are hermit muskrats. disappointed or 
misanthropic old fellows, who seek 
seclusion from their kind in some re- 
mote pool or small brook. 
Here the 


hermit lives in comparative safety 
from his worst enemy, man. gathering 
generous subsiste-ice In summer from 
the sedges of the waterside and the 
green things of fleld«. the corn border- 
ing the brook, am1 the root-crop. 
But 


his solitary life does not exempt him 
from dancer. When lie makes nightly 
foraging incursions inland the prowl- 
ing fox may catch his scent drifting 
on the breeze, and come stealthily 
iip-wlnd upon him; or the great horned 
owl may swoop down out of the silence 
of the night. 


At home the muskrat Is not secure 


from his Inveterate enemy, the mink, 
whose slender, snake-like body finds 
ensy entrance Into his burrow. 


With winter comes short commons, 


scant gleanings of water-plant roots 
on the 
bottom, and long 
overland 


tours of exploration, when perhaps a 
meal-bnrrel in a liog-honse is discov- 
ered, or, by greater good fortune, se- 
cret entry to a cellar is made, and 
great store of succulent 
vegetables 


come at. 
But it is likelier thnt hun- 


ger and thirst necessitate a return to 
wider 
waters. The 
marsh-bordered 


stream?, with their slow, smooth cur- 
rents, their steady rise nnd fall of 
water, their broad meadows, of in- 
numerable aquatic plants and great 
bods of fat lily-roots, are the proper 
and appointed abiding places of the 
inuskrats. Here Is abundant material 
for house-building, no current to in- 
terfere with the building, or to chafe 
and wear the house away; and here 
there is an Inexhaustible supply of 
vegetable nnd animal food. 


When the waning of "summer Is 


calendared by the bloom of goldenrod 
and aster on the upland, nnd when 
cnrdinal-flowers and ripened 
water- 


maples kindle rival flames on the inner 
bonier of the marsh, the winter dwell- 
ing of the muskrat Is bnilded unseen 
in tlie darkness. Night by night grows 
the dome of fresh green rushes, broad- 
leaved tings, nngulur-stalked sedges; 
and it is hardly noticeable among the 
green, rank standing plants until the 
thatch has grown dun with curing. 
Swift-winged teal alight there, and the 
great dusky ducks climb to the house- 
top for outlook over the imirsu, but 
rarely except at night Is the owner 
to bo seen. He is both lake-dweller 
and cave-dweller, nnd between his 
two unlike habitations communica- 
tion is had by a hidden path in tho 
tnngle of weeds, n pitfall for the un- 
wary wader of the marsh. With tlie 
completion of the house, a new danger 
threatens the builders and their young 
family. 
The mink, nnd the owl have har- 


assed the nightly labors and waylaid 
the lop-eared youngsters who made 
short, excursions 
from the paternal 


roof; but now a dew-silvered morning 
a knotted wisp of sedge or rashes or 
n patch of birch bark calls your at- 
tention to n "tally-stick," whlch< se- 
cures a cruel trap. This has been set 
perhaps in the crumb-littered feed-bed 
outside toe bouse, or oven iu the dark- 


neis of the inner cnamber. to which 
tlie trapper has gained access by re- 
moving a bit of the wall, now neatly 
replaced. 


Only spendthrift trappers follow this 


wasteful practice, but they carry it 
on in fall and winter, especially in the 
latter season, when the ice-facilitates 
travel over the marsh. 


At these seasons men go quietly 


among 
the 
muskrat-houses, 
armed 


with oite-tlned spears, which they 
drive with sucl'i accuracy that they 
rarely fail to strike the inner chamber 
and almost always Impale one victim, 
and of tenor two. 


The direst calamity that can befall 


the muskrat occurs when, at a low- 
stage of water, extremely cold weather 
freesses^ the marsh to the bottom and 
cuts the animals off from the supply 
of 
aquatic roots. 
Whole 
families 


starve in tho houses; n few dig their 
wny to the outer world and wander 
far nnd wide over tho snowy wnKte in 
quest of food, perhaps to find some 
meager fare, but more probably to 
perish by starvation or violence. 
In 


their eager quest for water, they some- 
times gnaw through lend pipes, and 
so work a deal of mischief. 


But there are always some who sur- 


vive all the dangers that beset them, 
and see the beauty of spring again 
unfold upon the earth. Then the sun- 
lit, open water invites them to freedom 
nnd bounteous fare, nnd their niitcn- 
anted houses go adrift, in wrack and 
ruin, on the wide overflow of the 
spring flood. The scattered remnant 
of survivor1* coast along the low shores 
in quest of mates, whining a plaintive 
call as they ply their noiseless paddles. 
A traveler tells of hearing a cry which 
he mistook for thnt of a baby, but 
discovered to be the plaint of a tame 
beaver, wljleh wns being abused by 
some Indian children. 
So we may 


conclude that the muskrat and beaver 
have another point of resemblance in 
their voices. 


HnviiiK found mates, as have the 


garrulous blackbirds in the trees above 
them, the ducks splashing into the 
water beside them, and the bitterns 
making nuptial rejoicing from drowsy 
sun-bathed coves, they begin to in- 
crease nnd multiply their kind. In a 
few favoring seasons the marshes ore 
again populous with furry inhabitant!", 
and the conical huts are thick along 
the border of the channel In autnnm. 
It is wonderful how through all the 
yenrs 
the muskrats maintain tbei"* 


numbers, for they are not sagacious or 
shy of man; indeed, they frequently 
establish themselves in close neigh- 
borhood to him. nnd mnke little at- 
tempt nt corieealmenr. 
They blunder] 


carelessly into traps, and do not un- 
derstand the danger-signal of human 
scent. 


A writer on natural history tells 


us, In illustration of these animals' 
sagacity, that in swimming from place 
to place to escape detection they will 
cover their heads with a green twig 
held in their months. As a matter of 
fact, 
however, this is simply their 


modo of carrying food to their bur- 
rows, and usually their burdens do not 
conceal their heads at all, but trail 
beside or behind them. 


When alarmed, the muskrat dives 


quick ns n flash, and swims far and 
well under water before breaking the 
surface for air: and this seems to bo 
his onl.v idea of escaping from danger. 


The secret of the persistent holding 


out of the muskrnt against the perse- 
cution of natural enemies and the 
relentless pursuit by man lies In its 
fecundity, 
its 
hardiness, 
its 
ensy 


adaptation to changed conditions, and 
the abundance of food supplied by 
every stream in which water-plants 
grow and the fresh-water mussel lives. 
Long may the tribe endure to give a 
touch of wild 
life to our 
tamed 


streams.—Youth's Companion.

"Active Oxyren" and It* Strong- Power* 


of Purlflcatlon. 


All down through the ages, when 


nothing was known of the mlcrobic 
cause of putrefaction, and when street 
cleaners—even house cleaners — were 
almost unheard of, and streets and 
houses and men were as dirty as they 
nre now in parts of Kussla or China, 
sickness and. death, although frequent, 
were not so frequent as they would 
have been without nature's watchful 
care over her ignorant children.

and this substance burned up the re- 
fuse which man did not know enough 
to destroy. This purifier, which the 
chemists discovered only about sixty 
years ago, is O7,one. It is made up of 
oxygen atoms in a modified combina- 
tion, and Is sometimes called active 
oxygen because of its strong oxidizing 
power. It is produced during thunder- 
storms by the action of the electrical 
discharges, and is also formed during 
the rapid evaporation of water. Sea 
nir. therefore, contains it iu small 
amount, and alio air iu the neighbor- 
hood of salt works, where a large 
amount of water is constantly being 
evaporated in order to get the salt. It 
is produced artificially by passing au 
electric spark through oxygen, or. bet- 
ter, by tho action of n high tension 
current of electricity without sparking. 
It is also made in decomposing water 
by electricity. A mixture ot ozone and 
oxygen appears at the positive pole. 


Ozone has a peculiar odor (whence its 


name, front a Greek word meaning to 
smell), which any one may have no- 
Heed who has been near when n light- 
ning 
bolt 
struck. 
It can also be 


smelted sonretimos during n snowstorm.- 
It is disinfectant by reason of its act- 
ive power of 
oxidizing many suit- 


stances, especially when 
they 
are 


moist, and so destroying their offensive 
and poisonous character. It is espe- 
cially efficacious in destroylirg the nox- 
ious emanations from putrefying sub- 
stances and thus acting as a deodor- 
izer. 


When breathed, even 'n small quan- 


tities, ozone is irritating to the mucous 
membranes, and it Is believed by some 
physicians that many of the respira- 
tory troubles and the Influenza that 
prevail In damp winter weather are 
owing to a weakening of the resistant 
powers of the mucous membra ne? 
through the respired oxygen.

aff-iirs of the tribes can not be 
wound up as soon as it was thought 
they could, and this is the reason 
for the amendment agreed to 
tentatively.

and tragedy of the ice- 
bound desolation 
of the 


North, associated for near- 
ly four centuries with the 
most persistent endeavors 


of voyagers of nearly all nations, and 
remaining impenetrated and chimerical 
almost to the d,awn of tlie present day, 
the quest of the Northwest Passage 
rtvala the search for the Pole in tho 
annals of Arctic exploration. The ear- 
lier attempts to locate this waterway 
to the fabled riches and splendor of the 
Orient were prompted solely by reasons 
of commercial expediency, for the pur- 
pose of finding the shortest route be- 
tween Europe and Cathay; but the 
utter Impracticability of this became 
evident to Kuropeaii minds when it 
was understood that America was not 
merely Tartary or some other geo- 
graphical dependency of Asia. Curious, 
ly enough this belief obtained in the 
Old World for nearly a century and 
a half, and during this period those 
memorable 
expeditious 
to locate n 


Northwest Passage were undertaken 
and executed with consummate daring 
and ;-kil! by Knglish seamen. 
Upon 


the realiaatlon of the commercial fntil- 
it> of these desperate voyages, the at- 
tempt to circumnavigate the northern 
littoral of 
the 
American continent 


ceased for a period, and until the be- 
ginning of those explorations led by 
tho worthier motive of adding to the 
store of human knowledge and scien- 
tific attainment, the conquest of the 
bleak polar regions baited. 
With the 


exception of the attempts to reach the 
Pole iiscll", no Arctic goal has boon so 
eag"t-iy sought as the Northwest Pass- 
age: and while, it Is true, many of the 
later voyagers attempted this 
feat 


merely as an lncidontr.1 part oC the 
general plan of geographic research, 
wo undoubtedly can say the same of 
the many dashes for the Pole which 
have been made. 


There is to-day no question that the 


earliest discovery, exploration, and 
even settlement of America were dvie 
to the Norsemen, those unequaled sea- 
men and rovers of the ninth and tenth 
centuries. 
Their flourishing maritime 


settlements on the coasts of Greenland 
existed over .100 years before the first 
voyage of Columbus, ami as they pur- 
sued their fishing expeditions as fat- 
as Lancaster Sound and Harrow Strait, 
we can fairly conclude that the initial 
step toward the location of the North- 
west Passage was due to these voy- 
agers, though it is inconceivable that 
the purpose was other than the pursuit 
of their fisheries. Tbe actual begin- 
ning of the scries of searches with the 
Northwest Pas-sage as objective, which 
began almost coincidental!)* with the 
ivipcdttions of Columbus, must be as- 
cribed to the tlrst voyage in 1407 of 
the C'abots, who 
penetrated 
nearly 


half way up Davis Strait in an attempt 
to sail around the continent, and thus 
attain the 
land of Cathay. Little 


further progress was made until the 
expedition under the leadership of Mar- 
tin Frobisher. who in l."Tt> to lf>7S dis- 
covered the entrances to Frobisher and 
Hudson Straits, and made a few scien- 
tific investigations, the first, by the 
way, which we hear of in any of those 
voyages. 
A 
later 
voyage, by 
Sir 


Humphrey Gilbert, was without Im- 
portant results. 


The first great advance, not only In 


the search for a northern waterway to 
India, but in general polar exploration 
as well, was made in tlie three voy- 
age-* of John Davis, who in 1585 first 
fairly discovered tho strait that to- 
day bears his name, reaching what is 
now Godthnab. Greenland. After flu 
unsuccessful voyage in the following 
year, Davis in 1587 with reckless dar-. 
ing pushed on to latitude seventy-two 
degrees twelve minutes in the neigh- 
borhood of Sanderson's Hope, on the 
west coast of Greenland. 
Ills re- 


markable .tourneys covered the west 
coast of Greenland from Cape Fare- 
well to Sanderson's Hope, and the 
American coast from Labrador to Cum- 
berland Island. 
William Baffin, an- 


other of that deathless race of medi- 
eval navigators, in the Discovery, a 
tiny vessel of only flfty-flvo tons bur- 
den, reached the islands known under 
his name to-day, crossed Baffin Bay via 
thp Middle Passage, and iu 1(110 wns In 
Smith's Sound In sight of Cape Alex- 
nnder. 
Baffin's farthest north of sev- 


enty-seven degrees forty-five, minutes 
remained uncqmilcd in this region for 
'-M years, and his voyucc added mate- 
rially to the geographical knowledge 
of Kllesmere and Prudboe Lands, and 
Smith, .foues and Lancaster Sounds. 
The two latter bo cautiously entered, 
and found them completely obstructed 
by ici>, so that on his return to Kiigland 
ht> declared his belief In the non-exist- 
ence of a Northwest Passage. 
The 


explorers of thN time, English, Danish, 
French an/l Dutch, were stimulated in 
their efforts to discover the North- 
west and Northeast Passages, by the 
power of Spain, who In her arrogance 
nnd pride us the mightiest nation of 
the ago. maintained her grasp upon 
the traffic of the Atlantic and Indian 
Oceans- to the exclusion of (ill others. 


Perhaps the most illustrious of nil 


the seekers for this illusive waterway 
was Henry Hudson,whose explorations 
wore pursued between those of Davis 
and Baffin. After vain attempts under 
tho auspices of tho famous Muscovy 
Company to find n Northeast Passage 
between Greenland nnd Spitsbergen, 
and Spitsbergen and Nova Keuibla, in 
1007, KiOS and 1«OU, ho turned west- 
ward in the last year, and sailing 
along the American coast discovered 
New York Buy and the Hudson Itlver. 
Tlie following year ho again sailed fur 
north along the coast, through the Hud- 
son Strait and Into the great bay that 
bears his name, penetrating westward 
several hundred miles farther than had 


severely from 
tempestuous weather 


and failing provisions, part of his ex- 
pedition returned to England. Hud- 
sou himself, one of the most tragic 
figures in tho history of the Arctic, 
had miserably perished, after being sei 
adrift in a small boat by his mutinous 
crew. It was now believed that the 
way to the Pacific had been discovered, 
nnd that it undoubtedly lay through 
Hudson Bay. Within five years a 
number of expeditions wore made into 
this vast sheet of water, and in these 
Fox Channel 
and 
Rowc's Welcome 


were explored. 


In 1770 Captain Cook sailed on his 


last voyage- in an attempt to penetrate 
the Polar Sea to the eastward through 
the Bering Strait, but wns separated 
by a solid barrier of ice from n ship 
sent to await him In Battin Bay, 


By the end of the eighteenth cen- 


tury Arctic exploration had ceased to 
be undertaken merely In the interests 
of furthering commerce, and it had be- 
gun to assume importance from n pure- 
ly scientific standpoint. 
Tho first of 


these expeditions, scientific in charac- 
ter, sailed in ISIS to 'discover the 
Northwest Passage by moans of the 
groat opening* reported by Baffin .to 
exist at the westward end of Baffin 
Bay. 
Under the command of John 


Uoss the expedition penetrated Lan- 
caster Strait for about sixty miles, and 
on meeting with heavy ice Koss came 
to the conclusion that the strait was 
merely a bay, and returned to Kng- 
land. Parry, a lieutenant under Hoss, 
disagreed with this view, and in 1ST!) 
led an expedition to again attempt the 
Passage. Parry was undoubtedly one 
of the ablest explorers of his- time, 
and his achievements wore splendid. 


The problem of the Northwest- Pass- 


age was really solved by the ill-fated 
expedition under Sir John Franklin, 
partly by its own efforts, but largely 
through the relief expeditious scut out 
later 
The Franklin party, consisting 


of 129 men in two vessels, wintered 
at Beecby Island near the beginning of 
Barrow 
Strait 
In IS45, and In 1840 


reached King William Land, where the 
ships were beset in the ice. From the 
only record found it was sJuiwu that n 
land expedition under Lieutenant Gore 
had demonstrated unquestionably the 
existence of the Northwest Passage, 
but on the return of this party to the 
ships, they found that Franklin himself 
with twenty-three men had died. Tbe 
vessels were abandoned in 1S4S, and 
the remainder of the "party perished In 
an attempt to reach the Fish Itiver. 
The numerous search expeditions were 
very successful in exploring the Amor- 
lean Arctic region 
from 
Greenland 


westward. Colllnson, particularly, suc- 
ceeded in navigating his ship, the Kit- 
terprise. from Bering Strait to Cam- 
bridge Buy, Victoria Land, where he 
wintered safely, accomplishing bis re- 
turn the following year. 
During this 


time he had seen, though unknown to 
him, the sen whore Franklin's ships 
bud been destroyed, nnd bad 
even 


picked up relics of that unfortunate ex- 
pedition. 


This brings us to the first actually 


accomplished 
Northwest, or 
rather 


Northeast Passage, made l>y McCIure 
in IS.'tO-M. In his vessel, the Investi- 
gator, be reached Banks Land, which 
he explored ns well ns Prince Albert 
Land. After wintering there for throe 
years he wns finally forced to abandon 
his ship in Mercy Bay. 
Learning of 


a Franklin search expedition a I Beechy 
Island, be managed to reach one of Its 
ships, the Resolute, by an extremely 
arduous sledge journey to the east- 
ward, and was later taken to Kngland 
through 
Lancaster 
Sound 
by 
the 


Phoenix, of thp same expedition. He 
thus completed the first passage from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic northward 
•of America known to tlie history of 
mankind. 
McCIure was undoubtedly 


the first of the great- multitude of ex- 
plorers to accomplish this fent, nnd 
while he had encountered continuous 
waterways for the entire distance, the 
journey was performed under such 
difficulty and hardship that until to- 
day no other navigator has attempted 
to equal it. 


But the pnst year hns seen inscribed 


on the pages of the Arctic's history the 
record of n journey which not only 
equals but far surpasses the remark- 
able trip of MoCluro. 
To Captain 


Hound Amundsen, of Norway, belongs* 
the honor of being tho tlrst actually 
to force his vessel through the historic 
Northwest Passage, traversing the 
northern shores of the continent from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and inci- 
dentally pursuing highly Important sci- 
entitte investigations which included 
the definite location of the north mag- 
netic pole upon King William Lund, 
To us the story of the Northwest Puss- 
age is more or less historical merely, 
for since the Franklin search expedi- 
tions, halt' a century ngo, it. has fallen 
rather into tho background. The voy- 
age of the Norwegian captain with n 
crow of seven men in his forty-six ton 
sloop, the GJon, is the flnnl culmination 
of four centuries of toll, hardship nnd 
suffering, und It. gives to our matter-of- 
fact nge nn adventurous deed that 
forms a link between these prosaic 
times of steam and iron and thnt splen- 
did period, crude in the sen man's art, 
but nnequaled in enterprise and cour- 
age, which began with the discovery 
of America, nnd lasted for nearly three 
centuries.—Sclent I tic American.

the beaver. 


The. hirsute face of the Hiuskrar, 


grim with its small, deep-set eyes and 
grinning Incisors, his long, brown, 
shining fur und soft under-eoat of 
drnb, his scaly shanks mid webbed 
feet, his whole rounded clumsy form 
make a faithful reproduction In small 
of the larger nnimal. 
On land both 


have the same awkward, waddling 
gait; lu the more congenial element 
both swim with the same rapid, even 
stroke, and dive with equal startling, 
lightning-like 
rapidity." The 
musk- 


rat builds for n season's use a neat 
and comfortable house, but it pro- 
vides no entrance, such as there is 
in the beaver's domicile, for the carry- 
ing in and out of food. The muskrat 
does not, like the beaver, lay up a 
store of winter food, but lives from 
paw lo mouth. However, like the bea- 
ver's lodge, the muskrat's house has 
a burrow in the bank, as n retreat for 
use in various emergencies. 


Among thofio are the attacks of man 


and wild animals, and the rise of 
water. For the muskrat has not the 
sagacity in forecasting the 
seasons 


which many attribute to him. When 
he builds the walls of his house thin 
the winter is as likely as not to be un- 
usually cold. 
If be builds his dome 


low mid squat, the fall floods will 
probably drive him to his burrow In 
the bunk; but still the second-hand 
prophets do not lose faith in him. 


Tlie muskrnt is not a builder of 


dams, but rather a destroyer of them. 
He will avail himself of the ponds they 
create, but IIP has so little comprehen- 
sion of tbeir purpose that he will un- 
dermine them with his burrows. Then 
some fine afternoon lie will awake to 
tlnd the pond bus run away, and, left 
nothing in its place but a mud tint 
with a stream meandering through: 
and he will wonder at tlie cnasp of 
the disaster. 
After faring sumptu- 


ously for a few day* on the stranded 
dying mussels, lie will journey in quest 
of fresh niidor-water pastures. 


As there are hermit beavers, so there 


are hermit inuskrats. disappointed or 
misanthropic old fellows, who seek 
seclusion from tbeir kind in some re- 
mote pool or small brook. Here the 
hermit 
lives- in comparative safety 


from his worst enemy, man, gathering 
generous subsistence In summer from 
the sedges of flu waterside and the 
green things of fields. the corn border- 
ing the brook, am1 the root-crop. 
But 


his solitary life does not exempt him 
from danger. When he makes nightly 
foraging incursions inland the prowl- 
ing fox may catch bis scent drifting 
on the breeze, and come stealthily 
tip-wind upon him; or the great horned 
owl may swoop down out of the silence 
of the night. 


At home the muskrat Is not secure 


from his inveterate enemy, the mink, 
whose slender, snake-like body finds 
easy entrance Into his burrow. 


With winter comes short commons, 


scant gleanings of water-plant roots 
on the 
bottom, and long overland 


tours of exploration, when perhaps a 
meal-barrel in a hog-house is discov- 
ered, or, by greater good fortune, se- 
cret entry to n cellar Is made, and 
great store of succulent 
vegetables 


come at. 
But it is likelier that hun- 


ger and thirst necessitate a return to 
wider 
waters. The 
marsh-bordered 


stream?, with their slow, smooth cur- 
rents, their steady rlst» and full of 
water, their broad meadows, of In- 
numerable aquatic plants and great 
beds of fat lily-roots, are the proper 
and appointed abiding places of the 
inuskrats. Here Is abundant material 
for house-building, no current to In- 
terfere with the building, or to chafe 
find wear the house- away; and here 
there is an Inexhaustible supply of 
vegetable and animal food. 


When the waning of summer Is 


calendared by the bloom of gohlcnrod 
and lister on the upland, and when 
cardinal-flowers and ripened water- 
mnples kindle rival flames on the Inner 
border of the marsh, tho winter dwell- 
ing of the muskrat is builded unseen 
in the darkness. Night, by night grows 
the dome of fresh green rushes, broad- 
leaved tings, angular-stalked sedges; 
and it Is hardly noticeable among the 
green, rank standing plants until the 
thatch lias grown dun with curing. 
Swift-winged teal alight there, and the 
great dusky ducks climb to the house- 
top for outlook over the mnrsh, but 
rarely except at night Is the owner 
to be seen. 
Ho is both lake-dweller 


and cave-dweller, and between his 
two 
\iiillke 
habitations communica- 


tion In had by a hidden path In the 
tnngle of weeds, n pitfall for the un- 
wnry wader of the mnrsh. 
With tlie 


completion of the house, a new danger 
threatens the builders and their young 
family. 


The mink, and the owl have bar- 


nssed the nightly labors und waylaid 
the lop-eared youngsters who made 
short, excursions 
from the paternal 


roof; but now a dew-silvered morning 
n knotted wisp of sedge or rushes or 
u patch of birch bark calls your at- 
tention to n "tally-slick," which* se- 
cures a cruel trap. This has been set 
perhaps in the crumb-littered feed-bed 


ueis of the Inner cnamber. to which 
the trapper has gained access by re 
moving a bit of the wall, now neatly 
replaced. 


Only spendthrift trappers follow this 


wasteful practice, but they carry It 
on In fall and winter, especially in the 
latter season, when the Ice-facilitates 
travel over tho marsh. 


At these seasons men go quietly 


among 
the 
muskrat-houses, 
armed 


with one-tincd spears, which they 
drive with sucl't accuracy that they 
rarely fail to strike the inner chamber 
and almost always Impale one victim, 
and of tenor two. 


The direst calamity that can befall 


the muskrat occurs when, at a low 
stage of water, extremely cold wenther 
freezes- the marsh to the bottom and 
cuts the animals off from the supply 
of 
aquatic roots. 
Whole 
families 


starve in tho houses; a few dig their 
way to the outer world and wander 
far and wide over the snowy waste in 
quest of food, perhaps to find some 
meager fare, but: more probably to 
porlsh by starvation or violence. 
In 


their eager quest for water, they some- 
times gnaw through lend pipes, and 
so work a deal of mischief. 


But there, are always some who sur- 


vive all the dangers that beset them, 
and see the beauty of spring again 
unfold upon the earth. Then the sun- 
lit, open water invites them to freedom 
and bounteous faro, and their unten- 
anted houses go adrift, in wrack and 
ruin, on the wide overflow of tlio 
spring Hood. 
The scattered remnant 


of survivor-* coast along the low shores 
in quest of mates, whining a plaintive 
call as they ply their noiseless paddies. 
A traveler tells of bearing a cry which 
he mistook for thnt of a baby, but 
discovered to be the plaint of a tame 
beaver, w);icli wns being tibused by 
some Indian children. 
So we may 


conclude that the muskrnt and beaver 
have (mother point of resemblance in 
their voices. 


Having found mates, as have the 


garrulous blackbirds in the trees above 
them, the ducks splashing into the 
water beside them, and the bitterns 
making nuptial rejoicing from drowsy 
sun-bnttied coves, they begin to in- 
crease and multiply their kind. In a 
few favoring seasons the marshes are 
again populous with furry inhabitant*, 
and the conicjil huts are thletf along 
the border of the channel In autumn. 
It is wonderful how through all thu 
years (he inuskrats maintain tbei** 
numbers, for they are not sagacious or 
shy of man: indeed, they frequently 
establish themselves in close neigh- 
borhood to him. «nd- make little at- 
tempt nt concealment. 
They blunder 


carelessly into traps, and do not un 
dors*tand the danger-signal of liunia 
scent. 


A writer on natural history tell 


us, in illustration of these animal 
sagacity, that in swimming from pine 
to place to escape detection they wi 
cover their heads with a green twi 
held in their mouths. As a matter o 
fact, 
however, this is simply thei 


mode of carrying food to their bui 
rows, and usually their burdens do no 
conceal their heads at nil, but trai 
beside or behind them. 


When alarmed, the muskrat dive 


quick us n tlasli, and swims far an< 
well under water before breaking th 
surface for air: and this seems to b 
his only idea of escaping from danger 


The secret of the persistent holding 


out of the muskrnt against the perse 
cutlon of natural enemies and the 
relentless pursuit by mnn lies In it 
fecundity, 
its 
hardiness, 
its 
eas>j 


adaptation to changed conditions, and 
the abundance of food supplied by 
every stream in which water-plants 
grow and the fresh-water mussel lives 
Long may the tribe endure to give 
touch of wild 
life to our tamet 


streams.—Youth's Companion.

OZONE 


Power* 
"Active Oxygen" aud It* Strong 


of Purification. 


All down through the a^es. when 


nothing was known of the mlerobic 
cunt* of putrefaction, and when street 
cleaners—even house cleaners — were 
almost unheard of, and streets and 
houses and men were as dirty as they 
are now in parts of Kussia or China, 
sickness and death, although frequent, 
were not so frequent as they would 
have been without nature's watchful 
care over her ignorant children. 


Although man knew nothing about it. 


there was a powerful disinfectant be- 
ing constantly manufactured in the 
world's laboratory out of air and water, 
and this substance burned up the re- 
fuse which man did not know enough 
to destroy. This purifier, which the 
chemists discovered only about sisiy 
yenrg ago, is O7,one. It is made up of 
oxygen atoms in n modified combina- 
tion, and is sometimes called active 
oxygon because of its strong oxidising 
power. It is produced during thunder- 
storms by the action of the electrical 
discharges, and is also formed during 
tlie rapid evaporation of water. Sea 
nir, therefore, contains it in small 
amount, and also air iu the neighbor- 
hood of salt works, where a large 
amount of water is constantly being 
evaporated in order to get the salt. It 
is produced artificially by passing an 
electric spark through oxygen, or. bet- 
ter, by the action of a high tension 
current of electricity without sparking. 
It is also made, in decomposing water 
by electricity. 
A mixture of ozone and 


oxygen appears at the positive pole. 


Oaone has u peculiar odor (.whence its 


name, from a Greek word meaning to 
suioll), which any one may have no- 
Heed who has been near when a light- 
ning 
bolt 
struck. 
It can also be 


smelted sometimes during a snowstorm.- 
It is disinfectant by reason of its net* 
ve power of 
oxidizing many sub- 


stances, especially when 
they 
arc 


moist, and so destroying their offensive 
ind poisonous character. It Is espe- 
•ially efficacious iu destroying the nox- 
ious emanations from putrefying sub- 
stances and thus acting as a deodor- 
zer. 


When breathed, even 'n suvtll quiiu- 
ities. ozone Is irritating to the mucous 
nembranes, and it Is believed] by some 
iliyslclans that many of the rcspira- 
ory troubles nnd the :ntlucnxa that 
u-ovnil lu damp winter weather are 
owing to a weakening of the resistant 
towers of the mucous membrane? 
hrough the respired oxygon.
